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Despite heavy pressures to 
■ strip President Nixon of his 
' Quakerism, the East Whittier 
' (Calif.) Friends Church will 
continue to consider him an 
“active member”, the church’s 
pastor has pledged. 

Dismayed by the gap they 
see between Quaker principles 
and Mr. Nixon’s performance 
in such areas as the Indochina 
war and the Watergate scan- 
dals, Friends meetings and in- 
dividuals around the country 
have urged that the President 
be asked to resign his affilia- 
tion with the Society of 
'Friends. 

T. Eugene Coffin, minister 
of the East Whittier church, 
where the President has been 
a lifelong member, acknowl- 
edged in a telephone inter- 
view that the church’s Com- 
mittee on Ministry and Coun- 
cil has discussed the matter. 

! “But on no instance did we 
consider taking such a step,” 
he said. 

• Membership in the Society 
of Friends is controlled by the 
local Friends meeting or 
church with which an individ- 
ual is affiliated. There is no 
•larger body in Quakerism with 
the power to force a local 
meeting to “disown” a mem- 
ber. 

Coffin conceded that the 
East Whittier church has re- 
ceived . “numerous” communi- 
cations from other Friends 
meeting challenging Mr. Nix- 
on’s continued membership in 
the Society of Friends in the 
light of his apparent disregard 


for Quaker principles. j 

.., It was these expressions of 
concern from Friends else-! 
where, he said, that prompted 
formal consideration of the ! 
President’s membership. 

“Many of our Friends meet- 
ings have been very concerned 
about (Mr. Nixon’s) conduct of 
the war, about the bonbing/’ 
he said. 

The disclosures that 
emerged during the Watergate 
hearings prompted further ex- 
pressions of concern Coffin 
said. j 

“They kept writing us 
saying: .‘Isn’t .this another 
demonstration of the fact you 
should consider asking hint to 
resign?’ ” ; 

But the East Whittier 
church committee concluded 
that such a course of action 
would not be the “Christian” 
thing to do. 

“We felt that the real issue 
was our responsibility to him; 
as a man, “the pastor said. 

The East Whittier church is 
one of a group of West Coast 
Friends congregations more 
evangelical in outlook than 
Friends Meetings in- the East 
and somewhat less preoccu- 
pied with social issues. 

While they respect the his- 
toric pacifist tradition of the 
Society of Friends, there is 
less tendency in the East , 
Whittier church to apply it to 
the contemporary scene. < 

In contrast, - many East 
Coast Friends have inter- 
preted the Society’s peace tes- 
timony as a directive to op- 
pose U.S. involvement in Indo- 
china. — ~ - 


These Friends’ have been 
particularly resentful of the 
President’s repeated refer- 
ences to his own Quakerism as 
he pursues policies they see as 
distinctly unQuakerly. 

Their ' irritation is com- 
pounded by the fact that for 
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air Mr. Nixpn’s rhetoric about 
Quakerism, he has not worked 
at at for most of his adult life! 

Opal Gooden, former clerk 
of the Florida Avenue Friends 
Meeting here, voiced the an- 
noyance some Friends feel for 
, the President. 

. Asked if Mr. Nixon had ever 
attended the meeting here 
she replied: “He came once 
when he was a freshman Con- 
gressman to speak on a panel 
of some kind.’

s he summed up the situa 

tion during his years a< 
President; “He’s been a grea 
embarrassment to us.” 

; Mr. Nixon has .shown little

The East Whittier ’pasto 
conceded that the last time 
the President attended tha 
church was for his mother’j 
funeral in 1968. 

‘ Nevertheless he is consid 
ered an “active member” oi 
the East Whittier Church. 

“I do believe he will attend’ 
in the future, Coffin said. 
He s told me he would.” 
Coffin enjoys his designa- 
tion as “the President’s pas- 
tor even though Mr. Nixon 
has not been inside the church 
m the four years the minister 
has served it. 
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“But I preached for him at 
the White House, ’’.Coffin said, 
referring to the private 
church services the President 
prefers.. 

Earlier this year the Friends 
Journal, published in Philadel- 
phia, expressed the frustration 
of many Friends in an edito- i 
rial which asked “whether the 
time has not come when 
Friends must consider taking 
action beyond vigils and let- 
ters and pleas and prayers. 

“Perhaps there should be a 
national meeting (of Friends) 
to consider the case of Rich- 
ard Nixon’s actions as they 
i elate to those basic Quaker 
principles (against war). 

We hesitate to join some 
Friends in suggesting that I 
Richard Nixon’s membership 1 
m the Society be withdrawn 
but we wonder if 'he should 
not be asked to resign as a 
Friend.” 
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torial, said that the proposal 
evoked “the largest response 
from Quaker readership in re- 
cen history, ’’ with the senti- 
ment running about three to 
one m agreement with the res- 
ignation suggestion.
